Sub :—Anti-dumping investigation concerning imports of Thermal Sensitive Paper (TSP) from Japan, Finland, 
Germany and European Union (Elf) —CEGAT ORDERS reg. 

No. 25/1/98-DGAD. —The Custom, Excise & Gold (Control) Appellate Tribunal (CEGAT) final order No. 
42 to 43/2000-A dated 10-11-2000 directed Government of India as under :— 

Para 12. “.This Tribunal was consistently taking the view that anti-dumping duty must be in US$ terms 

(vide final order No. 37-40/2000-AD dated 6-11-2000). Otherwise, according to us. by appreciation of the value of US$ 
in which the international transactions take place, the anti-dumping duty will get eroded if the anti-dumping duty is 
allowed to be in Indian rupee. Accordingly, we allow the appeal filed by the Domestic Industry It means the Schedule 
of anti-dumping duty attached to the notification issued bv the Central Govt has to be modified. Die Schedule will read
